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The Foundation of Zionism. 


WE reprint-this week from the New JupmA (one of the official 
organs of the Zionist Organisation), an article by Mr. LEON Simon. 
Like everything that proceeds from that gentleman’s able pen, what 
he writes in it is of much literary value. Our chief purpose, how- 
ever, in thus bringing it to the attention of our readers, is because 
it controverts the notion so sedulously propagated by pseudo- 
Zionists of a sort, that it is only a base concept of the purposes of the 
Movement, such as what is called Herzlism, that carries with it the 
National idea or the ideal of a Nationally restored Jewry. 


Time and 
again it has been asserted that there is a higher, a purer, a more 


piritual Zionism, of which that great philosopher and intellectual 
leader, “Ahad Ha'’am,”’ is the exponent, which disdains such a 
mundane, material object, and looks as the outcome of the Move- 
ment only to a kind of religions or ethical republic of the Jewish 
people with Palestine as itscentre. Now, than Mr. Simon the brilliant 
translator from Hebrew into English of “ Ahad Ha’am’s” writings 
there isno more authoritative exponent of his teachings. And Mr. 
SIMON now shows the fallacy of supposing that ASHER GINSBURG any 
less than did THEopor HERZL, regards the political National restora- 
‘(ion of Israel as otherwise than the very foundation of Zionism. He 
inakes it clear that the true difference of view between the two creators 
of Jewish thought was one of method. “Abad Ha’am”’ believes that a 
process of Jewish revival—and certainly without sucha revival any- 
thing like a worthy and effectual Jewish National being were 
reasonably inconceivable—should take precedence of any political 
Webi for regaining a National status for Jews. HERZL, on the 

ther hand, believed that the first necessity was to obtain for Jews 
resin upon their own land, such political conditions—and by 
political means—as normally go to constitute a people’s nationhood, 
and felt no doubt that such restoration would be the surest and 
(nickest way to Jewish revival. GiInsspuRG never thinks otherwise 
than that his method will be the slower; but he is certain it will be 
the surer. HERZL never thought his would be any less sure, but 
was convinced that it would be the speedier, and adopted it because, 
estimating the Jewish agony, and looking out upon the Jewish 
hurden, he was convinced that the Jewish people could not wait, 
and ought not to, if such a prolongation of their parlous state could 
he avoided. But “Ahad Ha'am” did not suppose that Zionism 
would have completed its mission even when every Jew that 
returned to Palestine (or remained in the Diaspora) was filled with 
the Jewish geist, any more than Herz theught the work of the 
Movement would be done when Jews had secured the mere trappings 
of a State if there did not result that revival of the Jewish spirit, 
the prevalence of the Jewish cult, without which such symbols and 
signs must prove but Dead Sea fruit. But both schools of thought 
are equally insistent that the political restoration of our people, 
in the sense of building up ultimately a Jewish Common- 


wealth in Palestine, was a fundamental of Zionism. In that they but 
read to mankind the unbreakable hope of Jews nourished by them 
in all their vicissitudes for close upon twenty centuries, and which 
endures, irrefragable and unalterable, in its essentials to-day. To 
assign any other final goal for Zionism is to adopt a view of the 
Movement just as false as it must be alien to the tradition which 
has been the glorious hope of Judaism throughout the generations. 
It is but consistent in those who desire to break with that and 
other Jewish traditions; it is ridiculous in those who profess a 
desire to maintain them. And Mr. Stmwon has done good and 
timely service in showing this with forceful clearness, in the 
article to which we are venturing to direct attention. 


The Crimea Scheme. 


MorE than one reference to the plan for colonising Jews under 
the beneficent sway and with the kindly aid of the Bolshevik regime 
in Russia was made at the meeting of the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association on Sunday. Those people who, a year or two 
ago, could, in order to satiate their insensate hate of THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE'S Jewish policy (and in some cases to promote their own 
personal ends), find nothing which they foolishly imagined would be 
more damaging to this paper than to issue a denunciation against it, 
alleging, without an atom of truth, that it favoured Bolshevism and 
was engaged in propagating it among the “foreign” Jews in this 
country, are to-day riyalling one another in anxiety to associate 
themselves, and Jews in general, with the Bolshevist system. 
Their attitude in respect to Bolshevism is as unwise to-day 
as it then was wicked, and is likely to be infinitely more 
deplorable in its consequences. Drowning men _ proverbially 
catch at straws, and conditions for our people in central Europe are 
indeed desperate. But will not the close and’ friendly co-operatron 
of Jews with Bolshevism, which is essential to the scheme, render 
the Jewish case worse and not better for the contact? It is certain 
that no relief, commensurate with the cost involved in one way and 
another, will ever accrue eyen to those for whose direct benefit it is 
supposed to have been devised. Mr. LEONARD MONTEFIORE assured 
the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association that when the Soviet 
regime comes to an end—and it is none too stable—and those, whose 
lands have been stolen so that they might be assigned (against Cash 
on Delivery) to Jews return to Russia, they will calmly and 
generously leave their property in Jewish hands! Mr. MONTEFIORE 
offered no reason for bis remarkable optimism or for his boundless 
trust in the sweetness and beneficent amiability of human 
nature a la Russe. He may, of course, haye good grounds 
for hopefulness that belies all past experience, but he surely could 
marshal no argument that would justify Jews taking advantage of 
cruel, wholesale robbery, euphemistically called expropriation. 
“ Receiving” stolen property in the gross is no less an offence than 
when done in detail. 

THE scheme ts alluring to others than those who welcome if 
as a palliative for meeting « difficult situation, and who still do not 
see that the difficult situations are almost bound to recur so long 
as only palliatives are resorted to for countering them. There 
are anti-Zionists who vainly imagine that if they can colonise a 
certain number of Jews somewhere there will be no work left for 
the Zionist Movement to do, and who prefer to see our Jews anywhere 
than in Palestine. They do not realise the ‘all-the-world difference 
between colonising in Palestine as a means to the attainment of a 
great National object, and elsewhere, as, for instance, in the Crimea, 
where it is an end—and for the most part a blind alley end— 
in itself. Zionisin will not be destroyed, because a comparative 
handful of Jews are induced to become agriculturists in the Crimea; 
its necessity for our people will only have been shown to be the more 
urgent. It is natural that Adullamite Zionists, such as Haham Dr. 
GASTER, should welcome the Crimea scheme. He blessed it on 
Sunday, but he, at least, is not souninformed as tosuppose that it can 
be any rival or alternative to Zionism. But he believes he has a 
steep account against that Movement as he has by his own reckoning 
against so many other things and persons, and he knows that there 
may be some inconvenient momentary set-back to Zionist progr: s3 
if some of the funds that would otherwise come into Zionist 
coffers are diverted to Moscow. That may be an admirable 
thing from his point of view or from that of those who 
wish Zionism ill. It is, howeyer, a strange way for Jews to 
justify their age-long aspiration for national emancipation, or to 
show their appreciation of the call made to them by the Powers, or 
again for English Jews to exhibit their desire to help in developing 
a policy of the utmost importance to this country. Mr. ZANGWILL 
may, as he characteristically did a few days ago, laud and glorify the 
Russian Government because it is willing to transfer, for ample con- 
sideration to Jews, land which it has filched, by comparing its 
munificence with the tardiness with which the British Government 
is showing itself willing to assign land in Palestine to our people 
there. But the average Jew, it is to be hoped, will view this Crimea 
Scheme apart from such artificial trivialities, and apart from all 
else—even the evil inherent in it—will see in it a dangerous diver- 
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gence from the task which providential circumstances have placed 
upon us of building up that Jewish National structure which alone 
can the 
preserve the whole of our p ople, and all that, as Jew

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as does Judaism, dignify it for its own inherent value. True 
Judaism would here have said: “Give us power and energy to earn 
our daily bread.’ 

"* And forqive va our debls as we forgive our debtors” might in 
practice turn out very much more inequitable than the Jewish 
ideal of Justice. Besides—assuming that “debts” is the right word, 
and for the sake of convenience Lhave taken the wording of this Prayer 
from the Authorised Version—how can it be certain that a man can 
afford to forgive his debtors? Is he, therefore, to be denied the 
loving mereyv which Jews teach is an attribute of the Almighty? 
if, instead of “debts.” the word should be “trespasses” (as if 
appears in the Christian litany), the inequitability 1s equally 
apparent, Surely, the keenest inducement to a man to forgive 
trespasses against him is to feel assured that God forgives sans 
phrase the trespasses committed against Him that are repented, 
rather than that He makes the bargain that is indicated by the 
words assigned to Jesus. 

“And lead -us not into temptation but deliver us fron eri” 
shows, from the Jewish point of view, a strange idea of God. Does 
qiod lead men and women into temptation ? Is He not ever delivering 
them from evil? Where the necessity for implying otherwise? To 
shield us from temptation and to deliver us from evil is the Jewish 
notion of the way of God with mankind, 

lt will be objected, L suppose, that the very words—or some of 
them—of this Prayer, and the very teachings of Jesus. are to be 
found in Hebrew compositions and even in Rabbinical writings. I! 
know. But we have always had with us our Montefiores, our Wises, 
our Mattucks, our Lily Montagus and our Convissers. There has 
been more than one decadent period of Judaism. Jesus lived 
in one of them, and it is worth noting—perhaps it was merely 
coincidental—that it was a time, too, of Jewish National decadence. 


These are days for binding up the breaches of sentiment between 
Christians and Jews, and for inducing a better understanding 
between them. Thot happy condition can never be reached by 
minimising the differences in religious faith that subsist between 
them, or by pretending that they are not, when they are. That 
can lead but to false friendship and illasory harmony. And I 
have written what [ have, net only because [ hope it will 
serve as a corrective to the letter to which I have alluded, 
but as a contribution to that better and more cordial relation 
that no-one more fondly than myself hopes may more and 
more rule between Jews and those who adhere to the dominant 
creed, The first essential must be a clear and true understanding 
of our relative positions, without disguise and without compromise 
of those matters that are vital to one or the other.

Sik, —It used to be said that Jewish suffering is caused by the fact 
that some Jews are so bad qua Jews. 

In the Middle Ages Jewish renegades were the foremost detractors of 
the Talmud; to-day leading Jews wax adulatory about the teaching of 
Jesus, and it is left to a Jewish professor to defend his historicity in the 
MORNING POsT. 

Last Sabbath a fire was kindled in order to cremate the remains of a 
Jewish man of letters for burial in a Christian cemetery, with the

THe LATE Sir SIDNEY LEE. 

4 CORRESPONDENT writes: Sic Sidney Lee, whose biography you 
published last week, was a man of great ability and indomitable perse. 
verance who, although in later life he made little acknowledgment of 
the Jewish community from which he sprang, owed his success to his 
possession of the Jewish taste for literature and to his industry in this 
pursuit. Much, too, he was indebted to his Headmaster, the Rev. Edwin 
Abbott, who succeeded Dr. Mortimer as the Head of the City of London 
School. Dr. Mortimer, a man of lovable personality, who had been 
Chaplain to a Jewish Lord Mayor, was specially attached to his Jewish 
students: and Abbott, one of the finest teachers of the century, was ready 
to recognise the abilities and resources of all his boys. Mr. Beaufoy, the 
distiller, gave valuable endowments to the City of London School to 
encourage the study of Shakespeare. Sidney Lee's attention was thus 
directed at an early age to the life of the great poet which he 
made a subject of his own, and it is remarkable that Sir Israel Gollanc’ 
was directed by the same means to the same end. Living in a different 
country and under different conditions, Brandes, the great Jewish write!

Shakesperian scholars, Although Sidney Lee early in his career con 
tributed to Tuk Jewish CHRONICLE, it is to be regretted that he gradual!)

Is Dr. Daiches really serious when he would cut off from the Jewish 
community all those that do not believe in the literal inspiration of Holy 
Writ? . would not venture to ask the learned Rabbi whether he believes 
it bimself, with all the implications involved. but how is orthodos 
to deal with the spread of scientific knowledge in such a case ? 

I do not expect you to grant me.the space which I should require if I 
went through the arguments of Dr Daiches step by step; but I think it is 
certain that we are not going to do any good by mere scholastic or 
academic controversy.

Jews and Spiritualism.

~in,~In his letter, published in your last issue, the Rey. Mr. Pabritz 
offers several irrelevant quotations from the Scriptures concerning sooth. 
Sayers, ghosts and witchcraft as evidence that spiritualism is condemned 
by Jowish teaching. But his excerpt from Deuteronomy clearly prohihits 
“consultation with familiar spirits”; and this, if accepted as applicable to 
Modern spiritualist practices, may be regarded as entirely adequate, 

the reverend gentleman, however, appears to define spiritualism 
mercly as the practice of communicating with spirite. This, indeed, is a 
brave error, He says that “the PND has no reference at 
alto spiritualism. . . . It recites God’s sustenance of the living and 
resurrection of the dead.” But on what is spiritualism based if not open 
belief in the “ resurrection of the dead ? 

i think Mr. Fabritz will agree that, in the light of appropriate scriptural 
references, the fundamental theories of spiritualism appear to be in 
«ccord with Jewish law, but apparently we are forbidden to indulge. in 
the practices they involve. 

Condemnation without examination should never be the method of 
the Jew ; and in view of the reticence displayed towards spiritualism by the 
Majority of the clergy in this country, it is pleasing that a Jewish Minister 
should submit Biblical testimony in support of his convictions. Permit 
me to state that Iam nota spiritualist; I approach this subject merely 
aS one interested in theories, claims and beliefs.— Yours faithfully,

TREATMENT OF JEWESSES. 


Minister of Labour's Admission. 


(From our Political Correspondent), 


Recently Mr. George Lansbury, the well-known Labour M.P. who 
has been promoted to the Front Opposition Bench, has put a series of 
questions to the Minister of Labour, complaining of discourtesy towards 
women at the Stepney Labour Exchange, in the East End of London, and 
also of the refusal of benefit to unemployed women. He gave names, 
including those of obvious Jewesses. Late on Thursday night, February 
lith, on the adjournment, Mr. Lansbury drew specific attention to 
Jewesses engaged in the fur trade, and mentioned five names. 

Sir ARTHUR STREL-MAITLAND, Minister of Labour, promised inquiry 
into the matter, and he has now communicated a long letter to Mr. 
Lansbury, giving the result of the investigation. Disallowance of benefit, 
Sir Arthur points out, turns on the condition “genuinely seeking work.” 
Thirteen of the women, who were refused benefit on this ground appealed 
unsuccessfully to Courts of Referees; one of the women also lost a 
second appeal, but was given leave to appeal to the Umpire. Sir Arthur 
emphasised the point that the cases came before different Courts with 
different chairmen, and on various dates, so “it is, to my mind, unthink- 
able, in their circumstances, that the decisions come to could all be 
wrong.” 

With regard to the complaints of discourtesy, a denial by the staff 
at the Exchange is given tothe allegation that one woman was told it 
was time her mother (with whom she lived) did some work. Another 
charge, that a woman was told she should summon her husband and make 
him keep her two children, is admitted to betrne. It is added, however. 
that women separated from their husbands sometimes discuss the matte: 
with the senior woman officer, and ask for advice, which, Sir Arthur 
asserts, is “not volunteered ” by the officer. 

The woman investigator sent by Sir Arthur to Stepney “ formed the 
Opinion that questions which were strictly necessary for certain cases, 
were sometimes put to applicants in whose cases they were not strictly 
necessary, and that where the questions were strictly necessary the 
applicants were not always made clearly to understand the relevance of 
the questions. Steps have been taken to remedy both these defects.” 

Sir Arthur forther admits that in some Cases special interviews were 
not conducted in private, but “across an open counter with other 
applicants in close proximity.” He adds: “Arrangements have been 
made to discontinue this practice and to ensure all reasonable privacy.” 
The investigator also hearda clerk contradict a claimant who had pre- 
viously contradicted the clerk. The manager regarded this as an “isolated 
occurrence,” but he at onee went round the Exchange and reminded the 
staff of the necessity for courtesy at ail times. One or two “small 
improvements in procedure” have also been made. 

Finally, Sir Arthur gives figures which show that during the three 
months, November List, 1925, to January 30th, 1926, the number of claims 
to standard benefit at the Stepney Exchange by’ women was 1,176, of 
Which 252 were disallowed. In 142 cases no payment at all was made. 
In the 90 others benefit for varying periods was paid.

Jews and Medical Science.

The distinction between “apothecaries” and medical men wa> 
in old days non-existent, or different from that now prevailing.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 
CCCXXXIII.—Death. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

It occurred to me the other day that there is no special Jewish atti. 
tude to death, apart perhaps from a certain calm dignity in its presence. 
I suppose in reality there is only one attitude to death—that common to 
all humanity. The Jewish view is but one nuance of the general view. 
In the old Jewish conception, to be alive was to have a soul resident in 
the body. When death came, the two were separated. “ And the dust 
returns to the earth as it was, and the spirit returns unto God who gave 
it.” Or as the Psalmist put it: “ Thou takest away their breath—-they 
die and return to their dust.” The Rabbis taught that sleep is but the 
sixtieth part of death, and that “ When the righteous die they still live.” 
SPE). In fact, some of the heroes of the Jewish 
race were held never to have died—Moses, Jacob, Joseph and others. 
The human touch in this attitude has nothing specifically Jewish about it ; 
it has been a commonplace with the poets since the world began. One 
need only recall, by way of illustration, Shelley's Elegy on Keats in which 
he cries: “ He ts not dead, he doth not sleep--he hath awakened from the 
dream of life.” Again, the Rabbis had the notion that there are two sorts 
of death, death of the body and death of the soul. The former came to 
righteous, the latter to the wicked. Perhaps the most touching idea is 
the conception that death is God's kiss. Moses, the Rabbis said, died 
“ according to the word of the Lord,” which in the original reads literally 


“by the mouth of the Lord” (RA %p Sy - and this was interpreted to 
mean that God kissed him and he died. Of Rabbi Meir it is reported 
that when he read in the story of the creation that everything that 
God had made “Lo, it was’ good,” he interpreted good to mean death. 
(MMS 2% ASN). 

The conception of death as a punishment is old, and on the face of it 
somewhat commonplace. Experience of life shows that it is not always 
true that the wages of sin is death. Some of the greatest sinners iive to a 
ripe old age, some of the greatest saints are cut off in their prime. If it is 
true that those whom the gods love die young, it cannot be true that 
death is the wage of sin. But we can understand the suggestion. It is 
one expression of that age-long and hopeless effort of the human spirit, 
beating itself against an enigma, striving to understand the phenomenon to 
which all are subject, good and bad, rich and poor alike. Humanity has 
been intrigued by death, perhaps because of the very fact that it is one of 
the most ordinary things of life. “Every moment dies a man; every 
moment one is born.” Humanity has alsways wanted to know its true 
inwardness. It wants to know to-day. So we have our spiritualism, our 
table rappings, our communion with the dead. It would be too much to 
say that all these movements are in the hands of charlatans. The most 
that one can say is that up to the present we have not sufficient know 
ledge of natural phenomena to pierce behind the veil. So far as Jewish 
teaching is concerned, it has no sympathy with the grosser forms of 
spiritualism. The Torah distinctly warns against consulting with “ a 
familiar spirit.” 

Poets have sung of death, philosophers have moralised about it, artists 
have attempted to give it shape and form. There is no theme which has 
found so many pens throughout the ages. Yet despite the multitude of 
words, there are only two ways of regarding death. Either it is the end, 
or it is merely a stage preliminary to another existence. Many thinkers, 
and many Jewish thinkers, have held the former view, which I recently 
found expressed in the collected poems of an anonymous English writer 
of the year 1628. 

* Like as the Damaske Rose you see, 
Or like the Blossome on the Tree, 
Or like the dainty Flower of May, 
Or like the Morning of the day, 
Or like the Sunne or like the Shade, 
Or like the gourd which Jonas had ; 
Even such is Man whose thread is spun, 
Drawne out, and cut, and so is done. 
The Rose withers, the Blossome blasteth, 
The Flower fades, the Morning hasteth, 
The Sunne sets, the Shadow flies, 
The gourd consumes, and man he dies.” 

This is prettily put; the Psalmist expressed the same sentiment 
more briefly, yet none the less effectively : © In the morning they are like 
‘rass which groweth up; in the morning it flourisheth and groweth up; 
in the evening it is cut down and withereth.” 

It needs a certain vigorous attitude to life, a certain strength of 
character, to visualise death as the end. No one wants to die. The 
lalmud records how, when Rabbi Yochanan ben Zakkai was on his death. 
bed, and his disciples visited him, they found him weeping. Oragain, when 
Rabbi Eliezer was ill and that other Rabbi Yochanan came to see him, he 
‘ikewise found him weeping. Their conversation is one of the most touching 
records in Rabbinic literature. Rabbi Eliezer declared: “I weep because 
{ your beauty which will decay in the earth.” Rabbi Yochanan replied: 
’ Thou doest well to weep on that account.” And they both wept. Who 
that has ever heard this story chanted in a Beth Hamidrash, and that 
CA“ 3A 1551) droned to a tune to suit the sense, can ever forget its 
haunting melancholy? To come to more modern times--Cecil Rhodes, 
tying at fifty, and knowing that the end was near, said simply: ‘So little 
‘lone, so much to do.” Among the last recorded utterances of Disraeli at 
seventy-six was this: “I had rather live, but 1 am not afraid to die.” 
Possibly Robert Louis Stevenson was an exception; he asked that his 
epitaph should be, “ Glad did he live and gladly die.” 

But ‘not all are capable of such st rength. Death always means the 
‘napping of some love-chord, even where it is obviously a case of the 
harvest being ingathered; and millions cannot get themselves to realise 
that even love must end, and that the best it can do is to leave us its 
memories. They are of the opinion that since love must continue, there 
is @ life hereafter. This is the second way of regarding death. Islam 
has been bold enough to depict, in gaudy and ofttime vulgar colours, its 


conception of the nature of this after-life. So far as Jewish teaching is 


concerned, leaving out the mystics who gave free rein to their imagination, 
there is a responsible body of opinion which holds, in some vague and 
undefinable fashion, that there is a world to come (N37 CSW); but it 
does not venture into details beyond “in Thy presence is fulness of joy; 
at Thy right hand are pleasures for evermore "—-and even these sentiments 
are probably mystical. It is only natural that man should have evolved 
some theory of this kind, or that kindred theory which hoids that death 
is but the entry into a new life, since we do not live once but many times, 
and we come back to this earth in different guises. All these theories 
are but intended to calm our fear of death, for as Bacon said, “Men fear 
death as children fear to go in the dark.” 

The Angel of Death, who was said to have been created on the first 
day, is a well known figure in Jewish literature. For the most part, the 
atmosphere surrounding him is worthy of his majesty, worthy of the pity 
Which death inspires, worthy of the sense of loss. But now and again 
jesters have dealt with him, and one story in particular comes to the 
mind. It was reported that the Angel of Death (and serve him right, too !) 
was married to the worst shrew in the world, who made his life a misery. 
The offspring of the marriage was an only son, who, being wise in his 
generation, adopted the calling of physician. Far and wide he won 
renown for his skill, and, in particular, for his capacity of foretelling 
whether his patients would live or die. This knowledge he obtained quite 
simply. When he came into the sick room, if he saw his father, 
the Angel of Death, at the foot of the bed, he knew that the 
patient would recover: but if he stood at the head of the bed, he knew 
the patient would die. The stows goes that on one occasion a great king 
Was lying ill, and a tempting reward had been offered to the medicus to 
cure him. Every time he visited his royal patient he observed his father 
at the head of the bed. The prospect was not cheering. So one day he 
deterniined to take strong measures, and communicated to his father that 
unless he moved to the foot of the bed, he would call in his mother. The 
royal patient recovered ! 

Similar stories may be found in all folk-lore, which is able to jest 
about death. But the characteristic Jewish attitude to death is, like that 
of Job, to bless God who gives and who takes. To mourn over-much for 
the dead is held to be not a-virtue but a vice, for does not death come 
from God’ There is a certain grandeur in this Jewish attitude to death; 
| have often wished that one could say the same of modern Jewish tomb- 
stones. Some people seem to forget that death is the great leveller; that 
the rich man or the poor nan, the wise man or the fool presents the same 
aspect as he lies lifeless before being put into his coffin. There is a 
peculiar stark dignity about them all; what a pity that men and women 
do not cultivate that self-same dignity in life. Bad as are the differences 
which are met with in human life, most of them wholly artificial, they 
became intolerable when it is attempted to carry them into the grave- 
yard. The inscriptions on some tombstones yell at you; the inscriptions 
on others bear witness to the snobbery of those who were responsible for 
them. People sometimes forget that a tombstone is a record, and that it 
is only the vulgar who must needs give expression to their love on the 
memorials for their dead. Are not all the dead loved? That is their 
tragedy. The name and the date of birth and death ought to suffice by 
way of record, with perhaps a suitable text. Ancient tombstones might 
well serve as a model for those of to-day. I would only like to add that 
while I have seen foolish inscriptions on Jewish tombstones, I have never 
heard of humorous ones, not even &n inscription that would bear com- 
parison with, say, thee harmless tilt: 

“Here lie |, Martin Elginbrodde: 
Ha’e merey o my soul, Lord God, 
As I wad do, were Ll Lord God 
And ye were Martin Elginbrodde.” 
After all, tombstones are in reality memorials for the living; the dead 
cannot care. Do you recollect those moving lines of Christina Rossetti ? 
“When | am dead, my dearest, 
Sing no sad songs for me; 
Plant thou no roses at my head, 
Nor shady cypress tree: 
Be the green grass above me_ 
With showers and dew-drops wet: 
And if thou wilt, remember, 
And if thou wilt, forget.” 

For the most part, we remember; think of the large streams of 
charity that flow from recalling the dead. Indeed, it is a common reflec- 
tion that when death comes and ends: our turmoil and fret and sorrow, 
no less than our joys and pleasurres and merriment, all that often remains 
is a charitable bequest attached to a name, comparable with the dried up 
and shrivelled ethrog of yester year; or, for those who can be called dis- 
tinguished, an obituary notice in the paper, a fleeting record of a day. 
We forget too—mercifully. We are not always thinking of death... While 
Life continues it is all-dominant. Buta Jew has directed our attention 
to both Life and Death. So teach us to number our days, he prayed, that 
we nay apply our hearts unto wigdom,

in recognition of his more than fifty years’ service as Assistant Secretary 
and Secretary to the Association 

Mr. ©. G. MONTEFIORE said that that function was to do honour 
and express their regard and gratitude to their Secretary, Mr. Duparc 
if was an occasion to which there could be very few parallels. 
it was not often that a man remained honourably and closely con 
nected with one itmstitution for so long a period as their friend had 
heen connected with the <Anglo-Jewish Association. It was true 
they had among them one or two distinguishes d and admired veterans, 
who beat even the record of Mr. Duparc: but he did not suppose 
that among secretaries, whether in onr own community or in the veneral 
community, his record for long service conld easily be found. He had 
served under four Presidents and he regretted to think there was some 
reason to believe he might even have to serve under a fifth. For 
fifty vears he had watched over the. fortunes of the Associa. 
tion, and he had helped those fortunes. If ever a man was 
devoted to, and institution which he _ served, 
that man was Mr. Dupare He had filled several offices in the 
community with distinction but he thought the Anglo-Jewish Association 
had always had the first place in his heart.

He had always been anxious 
and solicitous for its honour and reputation and .had ever been eager for 
its development and success. He was sure the President and Chairman 
of the Executive Committee and others would agree with him that he had 
always put his wide knowledge of the work and experience freely at the 
disposal of changing Presidents, Councils and Executive Committees. 
Mr. Dupare had served his apprenticeship under their dear old friend, Dr. 
Lowy, the frend and teacher of some of them and they were vlad to 
know. that their colleague, Dr. Lowy'’s son, had helped fittingly in that 
ceremony. He wondered how many Council meetings and Executive 
meetings Mr. Dupare had attended. 


He could not remember a meeting 
without him. 


sut he did remember several when owing to some little 
indisposition it would have been right for him not to have been there. but 
he had always been one to stick doggedly to his post and not to give in. 
He had been President for half the time Mr. Dupare had been connected 
with the Association and it was for that reason the President had allowed 
him to open the proceedings. During that long time, Mr. Dupare had 
always shown him the greatest kindness and consideration. Sometimes 
they might have differed but they never quarrelled and if he had to be 
sincere he would say that when they had differed he not infrequently dis. 
covered that Mr. Daupare was in the right and he was in the wrong. His 
knowledge had always been put freely at his disposal, and his knowledge 
extended not only to things but to persons. If many years hence Mr. 
Dupare wrote about “ Presidents and other people I have known.” he 
fancied he might have a few interesting remarks to make. (Laughter.) 
jut he was sure that although his reminiscences might be amusing, they 
would always be kindly for a more loyal and generous Secretary than he 
it had not been his lot to meet. (Cheers.) They were offering him a 
small token of their affection and esteem which they asked him to 
accept with an assurance of their regard And gratitude. (Cheers.) 

Mr. ISAAC SELIGMAN, Treasurer, said that no member of the Associa- 
tion had seen more of Mr. Dupare than he had. and he acknowledged the 
great assistance he had received from him. The Association had been 
well served, and he hoped it would long continue to be served by their 
Secretary. 

Haham Dr. M. GASTER joined in the tribute to Mr. Dupare, to whom 
the President handed the gifts. The following was the text of the address : 

To Morris Duparc, Esq.—-We, past and present officers and members of 
the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association. and members of the Association 
offer to you our heart) congratulations upon your completion of tifty vears of 
devoted BEFVICEe to the Association as Assistant secretary and Secretary and 
present to you the enclosed cheque and the accompanying piece of silver and 
this album, with its record of our names as subscribers, in testimony of one 
deep rk hciee- perp of the work which, you have carried out throughout this 


extended period of its history, and of our best wishec : 
~ ishes for vo 
ith March, 1926. your happiness. 


Mr. DUPARC, in reply, said that he had been deeply touched by the 
affectionate words that had been spoken about him. He had received 
during his fifty years’ service nothing but kindness from the four Presi. 
dents, the four Chairmen of the Executive Committee and the two 
Treasurers. The speakers had truly said that he had been devoted to the 
work which had been a labour of love. He was glad the name had been 
mentioned of the master at whose feet he sat, his revered predecessor 
Dr. Lowy, because he owed a great deal to the assistance. the fatherly 
regard which he showed him; and he was pleased that his son 4 
member of the Council (Mr, Lionel Lowy), had associated himself 
with that presentation. He was thankful to them all, but shove 
all he was thankful to the Almighty Who had given him the blessing 
of perfect health. Mr. Montefiore was perfectly correct : during the whole 
period there had been no occasion on which he had absented himself trom 
the meetings of the Council or Executive on account of indisposition. If 
it was given to few men to serve an institution for fitty years, it was given 
to few human beings to have that proud health record. In spite of his 
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seventy-four years he hoped that some few years yet might be granted to 
him to enjoy as good health and vigour so that he might continue to serve 
the Association with the same zeal and devotion as he had hitherto done. 
He thanked them not only for their gifts, which he and his family would 
cherish. but also for the kindly feelings which had prompted them and the 
cordial words addressed to him, 


Joint Foreign Committee. 
The following report of the Joint Foreign Committee was presented : 


A meeting of the Committee was held on February 22nd, Mr. ©. F. 
d’Avigdor Goldsmid, J.P.. presided, 

1 Roumanra. The Committee were chiefly occupied in considering the 
situation in Roumania, where the anti-Semitic agitation has reached a degree 
of violence for which it is dificult to find a parallel in recent years. The Com 
mittee realise that this mavina large measure be due to the popular excitement 
caused by the elections, and they feel that it would be unwise on their part to 
take any public action until the General Election is over. The prospects of a 
decision which may bring about a more wholesome situation are not by any 
means hopeless, as is shown by the results in the municipal elections. In these 
circumstances the Committee have resolved to confine themselves to watching 


the develop ntofevents with the utmost + igilance, and to make due prepara- 
tion for dealing effectively with whatever contingency may arise when the new 


Parliament is constituted. Apart from the general situation, the Committee 
eonsidered the attacks of the Roumanian anti-Semites on the Bible and the 
Jewish religion. and it was resolved to take steps in Roumania itself which, it 
is hoped, will put an end to this scandal. The Committée did not fail also to take 
note of the incompatibility of certain new Roumanian laws with the provisions 
of the Minorities Treaty. The necessary action will in due course be taken at 
Greneva. 

Il. THe Srrvarion aT DAMAscus.— Further correspondence relating to the 
Jews of Damascus was brought before the Committee. This does not confirm 
the grave reports previously received, and it would appear, at any rate for the 
moment. that the distress is being adequately dealt with. It is possible that 
further funds mav be required later on, and the Committee are taking steps to 
obtaim the fullest information on the whole subject. 

Ht. Tue Persecution OF JUDAISM IN Russta.._It would appear from a 
communication from an authoritative source laid before the Committee that the 
administrative suppression of all Jewish religious teaching in Russia is being 
eontinued with the utmost severity. At the present moment no other education is 
open tothe rising generation of Jews in Russia than that afforded by the atheistical 
and Communist schools of the Government. It is admitted that this isa breach of 
the Soviet law. which permits private religious instruction in all religious com. 
munities, and indeed no obdaclen have been placed in the way of Christians and 
Mohammedans who wish to avail themselves of the law. Unfortunately, this is 
not the case with the Jews. If this discrimination continues, the result must 
be disastrous for the rising generation of Russian Jews and for Judaism in 
Russia. The Committee provisionally approved certain measures for bringing 
this serious grievance to the notice of the Soviet Government, but the whole 
question will be farther considered at a special meeting to beheld when further 
information which has been asked for has been received. 

IV. MISCELLANEOUS QUESTIONS. --Among other questions discussed, and on 
which appropriate action was resolved, were the proposed abolition of Shechita 
in Norway, the disabilities of the Jews of Persia, the threatened breach 
between the Jews of Poland and their Government,and the pending publication 
of the Committee’s report on the Numerus Clausus in Hungary. 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF, replying to questions, said that the statement in 
the report in regard to religious education in Russia had been based on an 
authoritative communication made to them in which they had great con. 
fidence. They had, however, no direct personal knowledge of the 
situation and were awaiting a further communication to be received from 
the same correspondent before taking any further action. They were in 
close consultation with the American Jewish Committee. 


The Marranos in Portugal. 

Mr. LucTIEN WoLF made a verbal statement on_ his recent visit to 
Portugal to investigate the situation of the Marranos there. He said that 
this matter was one of enormous interest and very great importance. In 
January, 1925, the Lisbon Jewish community addressed an appeal, asking 
for assistance in establishing a school for thése Marranos. The matter 
excited great interest, because it evoked memories to which every student 
of Jewish history must be keenly sensible, and also because to the 
majority of people it was news that any remnants of the Marranos had 
survived. During the last hundred years they had heard whispers of the 
survival of the Marranos very much as in the Middle Ages; they had 
rumours of Sambatyon coming across the whole of Europe. They 
did not guess that that experience could be repeated so closely. 
[It was only about twenty years ago that they began to get 
any authentic evidence. The facts upon which the Lisbon Com. 
munity acted had been ascertained by a Polish Jewish engineer, Mr. 
Samuel Schwartz. He was a very enthusiastic Jew, knowing Jewish 
history well, a good Hebrew scholar, and a man of extraordinary charm 
and persuasiveness. He obtained avowals of their Judaism from these 
Marranos, who were still as secret as they were in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. He was even enabled to be present at some of 
their secret ceremonies. and ascertained that their situation was one which 
seemed to threaten their speedy disappearance unless a helping hand were 
extended to them. In these circumstances the Lisbon community 
addressed an appeal to the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Al/iance Israélite 
and other Jewish bodies for help to establish a school, that being in their 
view about the only thing that could be done to bring a remedy to the situa- 
tion. The present condition of the Marranos could be explained only by a 
lengthy survey. They were the descendants of Jews who, at the end of 
the fifteenth century, were forced to receive baptism, and ever since, in 
the course of a terrific struggle with the Portuguese Government and the 
Inquisition, they had maintained their ancestral Judaism. ‘The struggle 
with the Inquisition begun in 1540 was even more terrible than anyone 
who had not had an opportunity of examining the records could imagine. 
There were 40,000 recorded cases in which convictions were obtained, 
and a large number of them were followed by burnings at the stake. The 
great majority received life sentences at the galleys or in the pestilential 
swamps of the Portuguese colonies.. Very few of the prisoners were 
acquitted. This struggle did not result in the destruction of the Marranos 
but it greatly weakened them. Of the 120 towns in which they formerly 
resided there were now not more than 20-25. Since 1775 there had been 
no persecution and they might ask why these people had not come out 
into the open, and made an effort to join their brethren. In 1910 the 
State Church was abolished and renunciation of membership was no 
longer -forbidden, yet not a single Marrano came out of his hiding-place. 
The truth was that when the persecution ceased the Marranos were really 
completely exhausted. Not only had large numbers been carried off by 
the Inquisition, and their wealth confiscated, but very large numbers 
had made their peace with the Church, and still more had emigrated 
forming highly valuable material in many Jewish communities. The 
result in Portugual was disastrous. The persecution when removed left 
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the Jews without an incentive to fight, and they began to realise then 
their complete isolation. They had been reduced to the poorer classes, 
and gradually their relations with the outer world ceased. The Marranos 
imagined that theirs was the only true Judaism and its secrecy was a 
fundamental and essential part of Judaism. For that reason they never 
came into the open, even after the Revolution of 1910. Thus their very 
education had to be largely remade. They observed the Sabbath, 
the ‘assover, Yom Kippur, and that was about all. Their 
method of observing these festivals showed very little corrupting 
influence. It was an abbreviated and attennated form of Jewish obser 
vance. They lit the Sabbath lights, abstained from work, put on their 
best clothes and cooked their food the day before. Passover was a great 
time. They had secret conventicles at which they baked their Vatzoth. 
Their observance was practically confined to that. 
liturgy. The Day of Atonement was observed bya strict fast. They had 
some Portuguese prayers. Mr. Schwartz had collected a considerable 
number, but they went to show that the number of prayers used by the 
Marranos was few, and was becoming fewer and fewer. There were a few 
other ceremonies of no great importance. Their Judaism was held with great 
tenacity and a very distinct Jewish consciousness. Even those who knew 
little of the prayers and these observances had a very definite Jewish con- 
sciousness. The weakness of the situation might be judged by the fact that 
the tradition had been handed down by the old women. They were the 
Rabbis andthe Chazanim. They held the community together and 
handed the tradition on to the younger women. He had heard the 
younger women sing the prayers. In such a system a good deal of super. 
stition had crept into the observances and there was a great tendency for 
the Marranos to fall away. Mr. Schwartz estimated that there were 
10,000 families. He (Mr. Wolf) did not think there were anything like 
that number. He thonght the number was less than half. There were 
also a large number of descendants of New Christians who had been led 
back to Judaism. He did not agree with the proposal of the Lisbon com. 
munity as to the feasibility of establishing a school there and thought a 
missionary centre might be established at Oporto, which was nearer the 
centres where the Marranos resided. 

The PRESIDENT said that they must await Mr. Wolf's written report 
before deciding on any.action. 


Miscellaneous. 


The PRESIDENT reported that there had been‘a hitch in the appoint 
ment of the Education Officer to Bagdad, but he hoped before long that 
Mr. and Mrs. Brotman would be able to proceed. 

A number of grants to schools were made. ° 

The PRESIDENT made a statement on the recent work of the Ica. In 
Poland it extended its help to the loan banks, and supported seventeen 
establishments for technical education, where 2,000 boys and girls were 
taught. It was assisting agricultural work in South Russia and Bessarabia. 
There had been little extension in the Argentine. 

In reply to questions, Mr, GOLDSMID said he would endeavour in his 
next statement to report on Palestine. The work in Russia was in the 
direction of founding new settlements near the older ones.

JEwisH COOKERY 


Supper or Luncheon Dishes. 


Creamed Fish. 
Cold cooked fish, 2 Ib. Milk. 


White sauce (thick), 4 pint. Chopped parsley, 1 tablespoonful. 
Potatoes, ? Ibs. Rind of 4 lemon. 


Butter, 1 oz. Salt and pepper. 

REMOVE skin and bones from the fish. and flake it finely, Mix it 
with the sauce and grated lemon rind; season with salt and pepper, and 
make very hot. 

Boil the potatoes, and when cooked add the butter, a little milk, 
salt and pepper, and beat up until smooth and very white.

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A New Jewish Encyclopzedia. 


INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


DR. JACOB KLATZKIN. 


ONSIDERABLE progress has already been made with the 
preparation of a new Jewish Encyclopedia, to be known as 
the “Enevelopedia Judaica.” [Ut is to be published in 
Hebrew, German, and English by the Eschkol Publishing 

Co., of Berlin, which was founded by the well-known Zionist workers 
and writers: Dr. Jacob Klatzkin and Dr. Nachum Goldmann, who 
have been on a short visit to 
London en route for America. 
Dr. Klatzkin was born in ITSS82 
in Lithuania, and is a son of 
the Chief Rabbi of Lublin. He 
studied at Marburg under the 
famous Jewish philosopher 
Hermann Cohen, whose prin 
cipal disciple and biographer 
he became. He has been a 
prolific writer, and has works 
to his credit on Spinoza, whose 
Ethics he translated into 
Hebrew; on Hermann Cohen: 
and on Problems of Modern 
Jewry. His latest works include 
a systematic Jewish Philosophy, 
a volume of philosophic essays, 
an anthology of Jewish Religious Philosophy (including extracts 
from unpublished manuscripts), @ Dictionary of Jewish Philosophic 
Terminology from the beginning of the Middle Ages to the present 
day, on which Dr. Klatzkin has been at work for fifteen years, a 
study of the Socratic school, and a volume of philosophic reflec. 
tions entitled “ Miniatures.” To a representative of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE Dr. Klatzkin has given, in the course of an interview, 
aun account of the projected Encyclopedia. 
The Need, 

“The need of a new compendium of general Jewish knowledge, now 
scattered over so many languages,” he said, “has long been felt. The 
Jewish Encyclopedia, which was the first attempt of the kind, was 
undoubtedly a great historic achievement, but in view of the great pro. 
gress of Jewish science since the publication of that work it has in many 
respects become out of date. In particular an authoritative treatment of 
recent Jewish history and of the vital influence and effects of the Great 
War on it is urgently needed. It is also necessary to bring a complete 
survey of Jewish knowledge within the reach of the majority of Jews by 
publishing it in different languages, and thus place a means of information 
and instruction within the reach of the whole of Jewry. It is also of 
great importance that the non-Jewish world should be able to obtain 
authoritative information on Jewish matters from such an encyclopedic 
exposition of Judaism, and thus leave them with no excuse for using 
unreliable and anti-Jewish sources for their information. Actuated by 
these considerations the idea of the production of the “ Encyclopedia 
Judaica” in three languages, Hebrew; English and German, has been 
conceived. It may also be issued later in a condensed form in other 
languages, such as Yiddish and French. In this way the whole of Jewry 
will be reached. 


New Features. 

The new encyclodiedia will, of course, take into account existing 
works of the kind, but it will differ from its predecessors in two essential 
features. In the first place it will refrain from giving a bias to any internal 
Jewish controversial question, be it of a political, religious or social nature, 
contenting itself with indicating the different standpoints and leaving it 
to the reader to pass a final opinion on the points in dispute. Secondly, 


the great central events of Jewish history and the essential fields of 


Jewish thought will be treated in systematic monographs regardless of 
any alphabetical order in which sectional aspects might fall. In this way 
a complete outline of the most important questions and phenomena of 
Jewish history, life and thought will be provided. These monographs 
will also be published separately, and will have an individual value apart 
from their importance for reference purposes in the main work. 

The Editorial Board. 

“ The Editorial Board is a very strong body. Iam acting as Editor- 
in-Chief, and will deal with general and Jewish religious philosophy. 
Associated with me are Dr. M. Soloweitschik, Berlin, Genera] Secretary 
(Biblical Science) ; Rabbi Dr. M. Ehrenpreis, Stockholm (Modern Jewish 
Literature); Professor Dr. I. Elbogen, Berlin (Jewish Histor y and 
Liturgy) ; Rabbi Dr. Freimann, Posen (Rabbinic Literature): Dr. Nachum 
Goldmann, Berlin (Jewish Problems of To-day) ; Professor Dr. M. Guttmann, 
Breslau (Talmud and Midrash) ; Dr. Fritz Kahn, Berlin (Natural Science) :

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

This month shall be unto you the chief of months, the first of the 
months of Jimi if vhall he wntlo you, rodus rii.. 


The Jewish calendar holds more than one period in the year sacred 
as “New Year.” But none seems more in accord with the natural 
instinets of humanity than that of the month of Nisan. Its older name 
“Abib.” connects it at’ once with Nature's festival of springtime, “ Abib” 
connoting the first green ears of grain. Long before the institution of 
ceremonial religion, of creeds or philosophies, springtime was 
a festival of the human race. The earth, awakening from 
its long winter sicep, the little shoots of green, seeking the 
light and the warmth of sunshine, the bird's glad note making 
its winged fight through the ever brightening sky found their echo 
intmen's hearts. Men also must rouse themselves from sleep and seek 
new light and warmth. They also must try their wings, and lift up their 
voice in gladsome song. They also must soar above the earth, must feel 
that ipward lift by which the world renews its beauty and its usefulness. 
There is a new force of gravitation at springtime drawing all things 
heavenwards. And men must also “lift up their eyes on high and see,” 
and lift up their hearts and hope. The wintry days have kept them far 
too closely chained to earth. But the dark days and the storms have 
ceased. “For lo the winter is past, the rain is over and gone.” A new 
brightness illumines the world, a new peace pervades the earth. 
And in this atmosphere of peace and brightness the miracle is

may: be seen a greater miracle still—the re-birth of hope and purpose in 


Ww rought before our eves of the yearly re-birth of nature. 


the human heart. For there also have we had our dry and dreary winter 
days, when hope seemed cold and purposes had well-nigh perished. But 
the springtime miracle brings us new faith in the goodness of God and in 
the future of the human race. Religion finds here a natural ally. 
Judaism hails gladly the conception of a God “ renewing constantly in His 
goodness the work of the creation.” See how the hard earth melts and 
softens at the touch of spring. So may hard stony hearts yield by similar 
tender influences and become again hearts of flesh. See how all things 
upon the earth are reaching forth to freedom and to self-expression. No 
longer cramped within the soil, they break forth into lovely forms that 
beautify God's world and gladden human eyes. “The beauty of the 
season of youth returns to the meadows.” And the old decrepit form of 
humanity. touched by the same magic wand, stands upright and firm in 
the glow of a new and glorious youth, “ rejoicing as a strong man toruna 
race.” “ Thou sendest forth Thy spirit, they are created afresh and Thou 
renewest the face of the Earth.” And the same divine breath, that has 
blown over the fields, has entered the souls of men and given them a 
fresh vision, a re-creation of ideals and purposes. Human hearts, like 
flowers, are struggling towards the light, and stretching forth beyond 
the limits that bind them to the earth. We can well imagine that the 
birth of the religious idea took place in some glad spring-time. 
At any rate, Israel's call came to her in the month “Abib "the 
season of the first fresh ears ofcorn. Forthen it was that, “in the kindness 
of her youth, the love of her espousals,” she followed the Divine bride. 
groom, who had rescued her from the dark days of slavery, and called 
her to a gladsome service. And itis in this month that Israel celebrates the 
festival of liberty. to which nature's springtime gives the keynote. We 
can watch its processes at work and see how the beauty of the whole 
consists in the varying harmonies of its workmanship. Each tree, each 
plant, each flower, nay, every blade of grass, has its own life to live. It 
exercises its opportunity of adding to the beauty and delight or 
to the usefulness or nourishment in the world. But it must not be 
deprived of its rightful share of God's air and sunshine or 
of the gentle showers from heaven. As long as it remains true to 
the soil from which it springs, it is free to grow upward and to spread to 
the right hand and to the left. Earth the bountiful mother sends torth 
her children. Each of them repays its debt to her by helping in its own 
way to beautify and replenish the earth. So Israel has claimed and well 
maintained her right to freedom, to grow in her own garden trees of her 
own planting. True to the sacred soil from which they spring they still 
demand the freedom of God's world. They are too deeply rooted to be 
disturbed by passing storms. But they must be free from the rough 
handling of those who despoil all the beautiful things of which they are 
unable to comprehend the worth. Given access to the air and sunshine 
they shall grow tall as palm trees in righteousness, and spread as cedars 
of Lebanon the gentle influences of holiness and truth. 

As pioneers of freedom Israel took the first steps towards the »stablish- 
ment of the kingdom of righteousness. For freedom is the sole atmosphere 
in which righteousness can flourish. Without freedom it must wither 
and die. It isthe sense of liberty that impels men to work freely for 
the betterment and ennoblement of the world they live in. Only ina free 
environment can man develop fully the powers of body, mind, and soul, 
with which God has endowed him. In celebrating her own great festival 
of liberty, Israel proclaims the right of every human being to the enjoy- 
ment of the same inestimable treasure. And so the month that enshrines 
that festival is worthy to be marked in the calendar as the first and fore- 
most of the months of the year. 
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The Jewish Land Settlement Scheme. 
Government Commission’s Report. 

Details of the Jewish land settlement activity in the Soviet countries 
are given in an official report which has been submitted by the Comzet 
(Government Commission for Jewish Land Settlement) to the Presidium 
of the Central Executive Committee of the Soviet Republic. 

According to the latest information, the total Jewish population in the 
U.S.S.R. is at present about 2,750,000. Of this number about 450.000 live 
in White Russia, about 1,750,000 in the Ukraine and the remainder in the 
Russian Soviet Federal Republics. 

More than half of the Jewish population not belonging to the trade 
unions and the farming class, are small traders and people without any 
definite professsion, while the other half are artisans and craftsmen who 
too are in an extremely precarious position. It is clear. therefore, that 
such an economic structure of the Jewish population is Quite unadapted 
to the Soviet régime with its concentration and centralisation of industry, 
and that if extraordinayy measures are not taken for the transference of 
the Jewish population to productive labour, an important section of the 
Jewish population will be faced with the prospect of starvation and 
degeneration. Such measures are necessary, not only in the interest of 
the Jewish population, but also for the purpose of putting on a healthier 
basis those governments and districts in which there is a preponderant 
Jewish population (the Ukraine, White Russia and the Western Govern 
ments), and which are also the frontier governments and districts. The 
decision of the Comzet to concentrate its activity on the transference to 
agricultural labour of 100,000 families (about 500,000 souls) must therefore 
be regarded as corresponding both to the needs of the Jewish population 
and the interests of the State as a whole. 

Under the conditions for land settlement, the transferring of Jews to 
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there could be no discussion about a numerus clausus law in Roumania, 
there was a possibility of acceding to their demands to some extent by 
means of a more rigorous selection of the students, a possibility for which 
was afforded by the new matriculation ordinance. By stricter control 
over the admission of students to the University certain elements 
could be excinded, and in that way the demands of the students’ 
organisation would be to some extent acceded to in the only practical 
way possible. 

With regard to the position of Professor Cuza, the Minister of Educa- 
tion said that the intervention of the students for his reinstatement was 
useless, because Professor Cuza would have to retire in any case in a few 
days on reaching his seventieth birthday, which was the age limit. 

The words, “ proper selection of suitable clements” are viewed with 
alarm in Jewish circles. It is feared that Professor Anghelescu, in order 
to pacify the students, has pledged himself so to arrange matters that, 
although there would be no numerna clausus law. there would, in fact, be 
& numerus cliusus in application against the Jewish students at the 
lniversities., 

A new bill has been passed in the Chamber of Deputies which 
provides for the exclusion of Jewish medical students from the dissection 
roomns unless they provide Jewish corpses for dissection purposes.

The plan of the Comzct for 1924—1925 was (a) to transfer to the 
Ukraine 3,000 families and 1,000 families to the Crimea and under (0) to settle 
in White Russia 1,200 families and in the Homel Government 224 families, 
making in all a total of 5,424 families. To carry out this plan 102,600 
dessiatins were allocated (about 280,000 dcres) 50.082 dessiatins in the 
Ukraine, 40.000 dessiatins in tbe Crimea, 10,000 in White Russia, and 
2,4ll in the Government of Homel. Even under the, hurried conditions 
in which the registration of intending settlers has been carried out, about 
25,000 families have registered within a few weeks, of whom 15,000 families 
(73,000 souls) belong to the Ukraine, and 7,000 families (35,000. souls) to 
White Russia, the remaining 30,000 families belonging to the other 
regions. 

In the course of the budget year (October, 1924, to October, 1925) only 
4,373 families, comprising 24,108 souls, have benefited from the land funds 


allocated for the settlement of toiling Jews and covering the work of’ 


settlement in all its different branches. The area of land settled is 
67,855 dessiatins. 

To carry out the settlement campaign of 1925, the Comzet undertook 
measures for finding money, etc. In addition to the funds received by

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Turkish Jews and Spain. 
— 
Renunciation of Minority Rights Demanded. 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The Jewish delegation which went to Angora to submit to the Central 
Government the claims of Turkish Jewry has now returned. In the 
matter of the telegram alleged to have been sent by the Jews of Smyrna 
and Constantinople to the King of Spain, the Minister of the Interior said 
his investigations had convinced him that this act of disloyalty had 
actually been committed, but he was continuing his enquiries—in Spain ° 
The opinion is gaining ground among responsible Government officials 
that the affair is purely an invention of the anti-Semites. 

In order that the Jews may live peacefally in the country, the 
Government demands that they should become completely Turkish, /.¢., 
that they should speak only Turkish in their homes, that their children 
shonld receive instruction solely in Turkish, and that they should abandon 
their Jewish customs. I learn, too, from a reliable source, that the Angora 
Government has requested the Jews to renounce officially the minority 
rivhts conferred on them by the Treaty of Lausanne, and to do so in such 
a manner that the public and foreign opinion shall suppose the action to 
have been taken spontaneously and not at thedemand of the Government.

Federation ot Ukrainian Jews. 


Distress of Polish Jews. 

A special meeting of the Council was held on Thursday in last week 
to welcome Dr. Bernard Kahn, a representative of the Joint Distribution 
Committee, who has been on a visit to Poland. Dr. D. JOCHELMAN presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, in introducing Dr. Kahn to the Council, said that they 
were there to hear his report of the present catastrophe of the Jews in 
Poland. The Federation must take steps to assist in connection with the 
Polish crisis, bat before they were able to do anything, they must have 
the facts. He had been connected with Dr. Kahn some eighteen years 
ago, and knew that he could be regarded as the greatest living authority 
on emigration. 

Dr. BERNARD KAHN said that he had been in Russia last year and 
knew of the work the Federation had done there. In the course of his 
report (whieh he delivered in German), Dr. Kahn said that the present 
tragic situation of the Jews in Poland was the result of a general economic 
crisis in that country. Poland was a State which to-day suffered from 
every variety of crisis which economic life could experience. For the 
mere upkeep of the State machinery and for its large army, Poland 
required a budget about three times as large as the total value of the 
money in circulation. A breakdown of economic life in Poland. which had 
the worst consequences for the Jews, had followed: The factories had 
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stopped working. Business undertakings had gone into bankruptcy one 
after the other. With the decline, or rather the standstill, of commerce 
and industry. had come the evil of unemployment. Of Jewish workers in 
the strict sense there were in Poland about 70,000. While 40 per cent. of 
the non-Jewish workers were without employment, up to 80 per cent. and 
more of the Jewish workers were out of work. That meant a host of about 
60,000 unemployed Jewish workers throughout the country. Of Jewish 
artisans and small industrials that could be classified as artisans, they 
had about 120,000in Poland. They represented about 40 per cent. of all 
artisans, and with their families or dependents, about 25 per cent. of the 
Jewish population. While about 50 per cent. of non-Jewish artisans were 
without work, 80 per cent. and even more of Jewish artisans had no 
adequate employment. The economic distress also extended to the 
Jewish capitalist classes —to the bigger industrials, the factory owners and 
the rich commercial classes. The non-Jewish population was relieved by 
the fact that practically in every second non-Jewish family there was a 
state or municipal employee who was drawing a permanent salary. 
The Jewish intelligentsia, which was employed in private enterprises, 
was virtually starving. The Jews had to maintain their own schools. 
The Jewish population, Owing to its impoverishment, was not in a 
position to maintain by itself these institutions, and there was a danger 
that all institutions, as well as the communities, would collapse. The 
situation of the Jewish population was so deplorable that very extended 
help was justified. 

In view of the economic distress now prevailing among the Jews in 
Poland, it was resolved that the activities of the Federation should be 
extended to include relief work in that country. It was, therefore, 
decided to convene an Extraordinary Conference of Organisations and 
Congregations constituting the Federation, as well as those interested in 
relief work in Poland and other countries. The Conference will meet on 
the Lith April, and besides elaborating details necessary for carrying out 
the work in connection with the above, it will be asked to consider the 
motion of Mr. Morris Myer that the name of the Federation be changed. 

It was resolved also to elect at the Conference additional members of 
the Council.

THE trial is to be opened shortly of Rabbi Ratner, of Dwinsk, who is 
accused of having issued to Jewish emigrants from Russia certificates 
by mgans of which they obtained American visas within the Latvian 
quota at atime when the Russian qtota had been already exhausted. 


A NUMBER of Soviet officials in Podolia have been sentenced to terms 
of imprisonment for having terrorised the Jews of the local towns. 


THE Jewish Consistory of Paris has sent a letter of congratulation to 
Rabbi Weiskopf on the occasion of his ninetieth birthday. 


“THE Soviet Government -has withdrawn the permission previously 
given by it for the organising in Leningrad of a conference of the Jewish 
religious communities in Russia. 


Mrs. FLORA FRANKEL, of Berlin, has been awarded a decoration by 
the Red Cross for her work among the war victims. 


A JEWISH engineer, Mr. Moscovitch, has invented an apparatus at 
Leningrad to test the height of the water in the river. The new apparatus 
will give ample warning to the authorities of threatened floods. 


MR. GEORGES BLUMENTHAL, who last year gave a million francs to 
the University of Paris, has now donated a million and a half francs for the 
construction of a new wing at the Hospital for Sick Children. 


Mk. LEVY, son of the former Chief Rabbi 
appointed Counsel at the Paris Court of Appeal. 


WALTER GATTERMAYER, of Vienna, has been acquitted on charges of 
blasphemy and incitement against a religious body, and sentenced to three 
weeks'conditional imprisonment (which means immediate release) for 
circulating-a pamphlet attacking Jews and the “ Jewish God.”

THE ATTITUDE OF AHAD HA-AM. 


By LEON SIMON. 


The history of Zionism is a subject to which Zionists are apt to pay 
too little attention in these days of feverish endeavour to meet the 
immediate practical obligations which Zionism imposes on its adherents. 
Yet it is a subject which we neglect at our peril. We cannot indefinitely 
go on working for the upbuilding of the National Home, and persuading 
others to work for it, unless we have some clear idea of what it is al! 
about, what we are really aiming at, and what results we can expect, or 
at least hope, to achieve. It is of no use to regard the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate as the beginning of all things—to say that because 
Great Britain and the other Powers have guaranteed us the opportunity 
to rebuild our National Home, therefore every Jew must without question 
do his part. Fora time, and toa certain 7 that simple appeal can 
work and has worked. But as the first flusifof enthusiasm dies down, 
the engine which we have created needs fuel of a more substantial kind. 
We have to be able to say why we wanted the Declaration and the 
Mandate, to what purpose we mean te turn them, and what benefit we 
expect the Jewish people to derive from them. And those questions 
cannot be answered unless we go back behind the year 1917. To answer 
them adequately, indeed, we need to go back a very long way—at the 
least two thousand years. But ancient history alone will not suffice. It 
is by studying the history of the modern Zionist movement itself that we 
shall discover what conceptions and ideals guided the actions of those 
who gave our movement its shape; and this will help us to decide 
what we mean by being Zionistsand why we want other Jews to become 
Zionists. Thus the study of the history of Zionism is not a mere intel. 
lectual pastime : it is a practical necessity. 


“WESTERN” AND “EASTERN” ZIONISM. 


The extracts from the Lettersof Ahad Ha-Am, which have appeared 
recently in the NEW JUD#%A, throw some light on the history of Zionism 
during the early years of the.present Zionist Organisation. The purpose 
of this postscript is to indicate briefly, and without regard to subsidiary 
issues, the main point of the controversy which was carried on from 
the year 1896 onwards between Ahad Ha-Am-——almost, if not quite, single. 
handed—and the political Zionists who followed Herzl. It was a contro. 
versy between two different conceptions of Zionism, not inaptly described 
by Ahad Ha-Am himself as “eastern” and “western.” The struggle 
was essentially one of principles, not of persons. On Ahad H&a-Am’s side, 
at any rate, it was kept clean and free from personalities ; and if he had 
to direct his criticism mainly against Herzl himself, that was simply 
because Herzl's outstanding qualities and exceptional gifts placed him in 
a position of such unquestioned authority in his Organisation that he 
was practically alone responsible for putting into action a conception 
of Zionism which Ahad Ha-Am could not regard as adequate, and far 
employing methods of which he could not admit the justification. 

The protagonists of “ western ” or political Zionism had a very simple 
theory of the difference between their own movement and “ eastern” 
Zionism—better known as Hibbath Zion. In Hibbath Zion they saw a 
niggling movement of petty colonisation, with no bigger aim than the 
settlement of a few Jews on the land in Palestine. Its narrow vision and 
quasi-philanthropic character placed it in complete contrast with their 
own movement, which had a political basis, a wide horizon, and a truly 
national character. It was they who had first conceived of Zionism as 
an instrument for the speedy redemption of the Jewish people, and had 
thus placed it on a level far higher than that of the circumscribed and 
unimaginative Hibbath Zion, And this view of the contrast between 
political Zionism and Hibbath Zion was accepted even by many of the 
Hovevé Zion thémselves in the first flush of the enthusiasm evoked by the 
ulivent of the new dispensation. 

PINSKER. 

Yet this view betrayed a considerable ignorance of the history and 
the real nature of Hibbath Zion. The first leader of Hibbath Zion—or of 
the movement which afterwards took that name—was Leo Pinsker. 
whose ideas (as outlined in his “ Auto-Emancipation,” first published in 
L882) were very similar to those of Herzl. Pinsker began, like Herzl, by 
postulating that the salvation of East-European Jewry could be achieved 
only by the establishment of a politically autonomous Jewish community 
in some suitable territory. Like Herzl, he did not originally regard 
Palestine as the only possible territory, but was led in practice to concen. 
trate his efforts on Palestine because no other territory appealed to those 
who alone responded in some measure to his call. It is true that Pinsker's 
work in connection with Palestine took the direction of practical colonising 
activity, while Herzl’s took mainly that of diplomatic negotiation ; but 
this difference of method, however important, rested on no difference of 
aim. Pinsker, a Russian Jew, had not Herzl’s opportunity of founding a 
world-wide organisation or of obtaining access to princes and ministers of 
tate ; he chose the road of “ petty” colonisation because none other was 
open to him. There were, however, two significant differences between 
Pinsker and Herzl. In the first place, Pinsker saw the crux of the 
problem not so much in the degraded material and political condition 
of the East-European Jews as in the loss of status which the Jewish 
people, with its glorious history, had suffered in becoming a lodger-nation 
With no home of its own. Political autonomy was for him a means to the 
end of restoring the national dignity, not merely of providing a safe 
refuge for oppressed Jews. And secondly, Pinsker, even at the time when 
he launched his pamphlet in the hope that his ideas would appeal to the 
influential Jews of the West, did not imagine that the work of self- 
emancipation could be accomplished in a short time: he saw that the 
task was enormously difficult, and would require an effort of national will

for which the Jewish people was as yet unprepared, and might not be 
prepared for generations to come. These differences suggest that Pinsker 
in 1882 had a somewhat deeper knowledge of Jewish conditions than 
Herzl in 1895: they certainly do not suggest that he had a narrower 
horizon or a less far-reaching conception of the aims of Jewish nationalism. 


REVIVAL AND REDEMPTION. 


So much for the first leader of Hibbath Zion. What of Ahad Ha-Am, 
one of its most prominent figures, and by common consent the supreme 
exponent of its philosophy’ It may sound paradoxical to suggest that 
Zionism as conceived by Herzl had no wider aims than Zionism as con- 
ceived by Ahad Ha-Am: so generally is it taken for granted that Ahad 
Ha-Am never dreamed of anything beyond a “spiritual centre "—that is 
to sav. a kind of glorified University or Yeshibah. Yet it is the simple 
fact—and this appears even more clearly in his Letters than in his 
Fesave—that Ahad Ha-Am had no sort of quarrel with the Jewish State. 
For him. as for Herzl, Zionism involved the establishment of a politically 
autonomous community of Jews, and that meant an autonomous State in 
which Jews would be the majority. He did not criticise the validity of 
this ideal. Though he realised the dangers to which a small State like 
Palestine would be exposed, he seems to have accepted the autonomous 
State as the necessary goal of political development; and this was 
natural. for at that time there was not even the dim and uncertain 
prospect which now exists of the supersession of the present organisation 
(or disorganisation) of the civilised world on the basis of absolute State 
sovereignty. His political horizon, then, was no less wide than that of 
Herzl, and his quarrel with political Zionism did not arise from any lack 
of appreciation of the political factor which necessarily enters: into a 
national movement. 

It arose from the presence in his own conception of Zionism of an 
element which the political Zionists did not appreciate. For him as for 
them Zionism spelled redemption, and redemption involved political 
antonomy; but for him Zionism spelled also revival, and redemption 
without revival wasan ideal of no value, was indeed unthinkable. Revival 
was the necessary prelude to redemption. This revival—the intellectual 
and moral renascence of Jewry and Judaism—must inevitably be a long 
and difficult procéss; for the disintegration of the Jewish people, as a 
corporate body animated by @ single spirit, has gone very far, almost to 
the point of complete annihilation, and it will need generations of educa. 
tive work to repair the ravages wrought by centuries of exile—that is to 
say, of existence under conditions not unlike those of a human being who 
can be kept alive only by means of artificial respiration. A powerful 
factor in this work of education will be the gradual building up of a new 
Jewish life in Palestine, a normal life of farmers and merchants and 
artisans as well as of scholars and thinkers, which will begin to 
give concrete form to the abstraction which Judaism has become, 
will provide a common objective for Jewish effort and a common 
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measure of Jewish values, and will in that sense be a “spiritual centre 
—a force promoting unity of sentiment, of outlook and of aspiration— 
for the whole of the scattered people. The time for the redemption, 
including political autonomy in Palestine, will come when, and only when, 
the revival has proceeded far enough to render the Jewish people capable 
of the united effort which it requires. 

THE NATIONAL SPIRIT. 

Thus Hibbath Zion, a8 interpreted by Ahad Ha-Am, was based on a 
wider and deeper conception than that which underlay political Zionism. 
It took account of the history of the Jewish people as well as of its present 
material condition. It realised that a Jewish national movement must be 
concerned with the spirit as well as with the body of the people, with 
Judaism and not merely with Jews. It saw that the wounds of the spirit 
must be healed before the body could be made whole. Pinsker’s insist. 
ence on the national dignity and Ahad Ha-Am’'s demand for a revival of 
the national spirit are grounded alike in recognition of this fundamental 
fact. The attitude of both to Jewish nationalism is in striking contrast 
with that of political Zionism, with its indifference to the spiritual factor 
and its superficial idea of solving the Jewish problem within a few years 
by simply transporting masses of Jews to a territory in which their 
autonomy would be guavanteed by an international charter. 

Of course, political Zionism appealed to the suffering masses as 
Hibbath Zion could never do (at all events, without donning false colours). 
The hope of a speedy and complete redemption is more attractive, 
especially to those whose need of redemption is personal and urgent, than 
the prospect of redemption at the end of a process of revival which must 
be indefinitely long, probably so long that no living man can expect to see 
the final consummation, or @ven to have absolute assurance that it will 
ever come in sight. jut the apparent strength of political Zionism was 
its real weakness. When the promise of speedy redemption was not 
fulfilled —as in the actual circumstances it could not have been-—the 
interests of the masses evaporated; and if, after the failure of the East 
Africa scheme, Zionism had not retraced its steps and enlarged its 
programme to include the colonising and educative work which had 
immediate value for revival but not for redemption, the movement would 
probably have lost itself in the morass of Territorialism. 


THE “MORAL IDEAT.” 


In one of his most trenchant letters Ahad Ha-Am bitterly upbraids 
his “eastern” friends for having been led astray by the glamour of 
political Zionism to such a point that they were willing to compromise 
on the East Africa scheme. He thought that they had crossed a bridge 
over which there was ho returning. Zionism had ceased, or must soon 
cease, to exist, and the whole work would have to be started again from 
the beginning. In this, as the event proved, he was mistaken. He could 
not, of course, have foreseen the premature death of Herzl, which left 
Zionism without any leader who could pursue the methods in which Herz! 
had excelled, and thus facilitated the return to other methods. But 
apart from that, Ahad Ha-Am underrated the extent to which the older 
ideal, the “ moral ideal” of revival as an essential preliminary to redemp- 
tion, still retained its hold on the “ eastern” Zionists, who had not ceased 
to be the strongest clement in the movement; and he underrated the 
influence of his own unswerving advocacy of thatideal. In fact, Zionism 
had not to go throngh a process of death and resurrection. The “ eastern ” 
Zionists pulled the Organisation out of the impasse which it had reached 
by giving it an immediate objective in “ practical work in Palestine,” the 
realisation of the Jewish State being relegated by tacit consent to an 
indefinite future. The movement returned (in fact though not avowedly) 
to the old ideal and the old paths; and it had at its service, thanks to the 
work of Herzl, an organisation which, however weak in relation to the 
magnitude of its tasks, was at least far more powerful than any which 
Hibbath Zion itself could have hoped to create. A decade of concen- 
tration on the political aim had not brought the redemption appreciably 
nearer; but it had given an appreciable impetus to that work of revival of 
Which the protagonists of the political aim had ignored the importance. 

We need not be surprised that the return to Hibbath Zion was 
not admitted by those Zionist leaders who had brought it about. On 
tactical grounds the admission would have been imprudent: 
successors could ill afford to lose all the momentum and the following 
which the hope of a speedy redemption, however illusory, had won for 
Zionism. But it may be doubted whether, even if considerations of 
that kind had not arisen, they would have been prepared to admit 
that the difference between the Zionism of 1905 and the Hibbath Zion 
Of 1895 was one of degree only. Probably they had. actually succeeded 
in persuading themselves that the new Zionism was something 
different in kind from the old, and vastly superior to it ; they had become 
sufficiently steeped in political Zionism to look at Hibbath Zion through 
its glasses. They could go back to Hibbath Zion in practice, when they 
realised the necessity, but only on condition of refusing to admit that 
they had done so. It was for them a psychological necessity to believe 
and to assert that they were the true heirs of the Herzlian tradition. 
Their opponents were naturally less unwilling to recognise a fact out of 
which they could make a good controversial weapon. Ahad Ha-Am noted 
that at the Eleventh Congress, in 1913, “Ahad Ha-Amism™” was the worst 
reproach which the “ politicals” found to hurl at the “practicals.” Of 
course, the charge was not admitted ; ‘but it was largely true. 


Palestine Demonstration in Germany. 
ADDRESS BY PROFESSOR EINSTEIN. 
(From our Correspondent.) BERLIN. 


A great demonstration in support of the Keren Hayesod in Germany 
was held here last week. 

Professor Albert Einstein, who was the principal speaker, said that 
in itself it was not his ideal to promote and emphasise separateness of 
racial and traditional communities. In so far, however, as a community 
as such was being fought against, it must as a community defend itself, 
so that the individuals belonging to it should be able to assert them- 
selves materially and spiritually. Unification must be brought about 
so that the individual should escape the spiritual dangers which 
necessarily spring from isolation. Whoever recognised this clearly 
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must be in favour of the unification of all Jews for common 
work, however opposed in principle he might be to every profession 
of nationalism. He had no donbt that under present conditions the 
upbuilding of Palestine was the only movement which was able to 
bring about an effective unification of the Jews. It was Herzl’s immortal 
achievement to have been the first to recognise that fact clearly and to 
have drawn the practical conclusions from that recognition. Therefore, 
according to his conviction every Jew who had at heart the welfare of the 
Jewish totality must co-operate with the whole of his strength in the 
realisation of Herzl’s ideal. The Jew who was working’ for the Jewish 
community and the Jewish homeland in Palestine did not cease to be a 
German, just as little as the Jew ceased to be a Jew by becoming baptised 
and changing hisname. The difference was not between Jew and German, 
but between the honest and the characterless. He who was loyal to his 
origin, his race and tradition would also be loyal to his State. He who 
was disloyal to the one would be disloyal also to the other. 


German Assimilationists and the Keren Hayesod. 


ANTL-ZIONIST RESOLUTION. 

According to a resolution adopted by the Central Union of German 
Citizens of the Jewish Faith at its annual conference in Berlin, members 
of the Union are prohibited from engaging in work connected with the 
upbuilding of Palestine, because it is “ Nationalistic.” The leaders of the 
Union, which has a membership of about 80,000, hold that Palestine 
work is counter to the principles of the Union, which have been defined 
by its President as “ the maintenance of our Judaism and our Germanism 
in indissoluble union.” 


Lord Allenby on Zionism. 
-- 
“FUTURE ABSOLUTELY ASSURED.” 

Field-Marshal Lord Allenby and Lady Allenby, during their visit to 
Aukland (New Zealand), received a deputation of the Jewish community 
at Government House. 

Lord Allenby, replying to the greetings of the members of the 
deputation, said that it gave him pleasure to be of service to the 
British Empire, but it was a greater privilege to have been 
the liberator of Jerusalem, He knew personally, and was a 
great admirer of, the leader of the Zionist Movement, Dr. 
Weizmann. After the capture of Jerusalem Dr. Weizmann had 
unfolded to him his plans for the development of Palestine following the 
issue of the Balfour Declaration. He had remarked at the time that he 
considered Dr. Weizmann's plans were somewhat idealistic and visionary, 
but at the opening of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, at which he and 
Lady Allenby were present, he had had the pleasure and privilege of renew- 
ing his friendship with Dr. Weizmann and had congtatulated him on the 
fact that not only had his original plans been realised, but even exceeded. 
He referred in detail to the wonderful development of Palestine, and 
particularly to the amazing growth of the Jewish city of Tel-Aviv. 
Where formerly had existed only a few sand dunes, there had grown up 
in the space of a few years a city of 30,000 inhabitants, with modern 
buildings that would compare more than favourably with those of older 
cities. The progress of the past six years would be doubled and even 
trebled in the next few years. The Balfour Declaration, which was now 
part of the policy of the British Empire, had been endorsed by all the 
world Powers. The future of Zionism was absolutely assured. 


The Keren Hayesod. 


COMMITTEE FOR GREAT BRITAIN. 
[COMMUNICATED, } 

A meeting of the Keren Hayesod Committee of the English Zionist 
Federation was held on Monday at 77, Great Russell Street. Mr. Paul 
Goodman presided. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom called attention to a statement by Mr. 
Bialik on Palestine, which had appeared in Dos YIDDISHE FOLK, of New 
York, and which, he thought, should be reprinted as a leaflet for propa- 
ganda purposes. It was left to Mr. Goodman and Mr. Israel Cohen to see 
the article, and to take such action as they thought desirable. 

It was reported that the Synagogue Council was trying to arrange for 
speakers to address various congregations during Passover. The Rev. 
J. K. Goldbloom was requested to see, the Chairman of the South Hackney 
Committee, with a view to reviving activity. The Secretary was instructed 
to call a meeting of local contributors and others connected with the 
Dalston Synagogue at as early a date as possible. 

A discussion took place regarding the allocation of the funds of the 
combined effort in Manchester on behalf of the Keren Hayesod, the Jewish 
National Fund, and the Women’s International Zionist Organisation, and 
it was decided to write a letter to the Chairman of the Manchester Com- 
mittee asking for definite information on this matter, and pointing out 
that, in accordance with the agreement made between the Jewish National 
Fund and Keren Hayesod, all money donations for the bazaar are to be 
assigned to the Keren Hayesod. It was resolved to contribute one-half of 
the salary of an organiser to be placed at the disposal of the Northern 
Zionist Council, embracing the cities of Manchester, Liverpool, and Leeds. 

Attention was called to the formation of a society in Golders Green 
whose members undertook to subscribe 5s. per annum to the Jewish 
National Fund. The Secretary reported that he had already written 
to the Jewish National Fund, pointing out that this arrangement was 
in contravention of the agreement between the Acren Hayesod and the 
Jewish National Fund. 

Dr. Olsvanger reported that he had visited Bradford together with 
Mr. P. Horowitz, and had addressed a public meeting, at which about 
£150 was subscribed. He also reported on his visits to Dublin and Belfast. 
Dr. Olsvanger announced his intention of leaving England at the end of 
March, Upon the motion of the Rey. J. K. Goldbloom, seconded by Mr,

100.000 roubles for it in the memory of their father, and this sum was 
administered by the Hilfsverein, of which Paal Nathan was the most 
active worker. The Zionist Organisation took it over in 1921, with 
the help of a further donation by Jacob Schiff. A London Board, with 
Sir Alfred Mond as Chairman and the Zionist Organisation as predominant 
partner, Was formed, with a Palestine Committee of Management which 


was responsible for local administration, At the request of the Board, he 
(Mr. Blok) had gone out to Haifa in 1924 to inaugurate the Institute and to 


act as its Principal forone year. The Institute was opened on January 7th, 


1925, and strove to provide Palestine with two types of trained men— 
firstly, skilled workers in the building, mechanical and allied trades, and 
secondly, supervising engineers Whose task would be to direct labour and 
undertake responsibility for technical projects, 

For the time being and for some time to come, its task was to turn 
out craftsmen. draftsmen, and budding engineers, possessing a sound 
theoretical background to reinforce their practical knowledge. It wassuch 
men that Palestine was greatly in need of. The instruction was given 
exclusively in Hebrew and there were day and evening courses. The 
buildings contained several leeture rooms, well equipped physical and 
chemical laboratories. drawing offices, apparatus rooms, and an extensive 
technical library with books in many languages—-the only one of its kind 
in Palestine. In addition, there were large mechanical workshops, 
carpentry shop pumping plant and stores, An enormous 
amount of preparatory work had fallen to his lot and to that of his 
cpervetic staff, such as renovating the maghificent building which had 
fallen into neglect, bringing up the immense equipment lying on the 
Haifa quay, arranging the andeéurricula, working out students’ 
regulations, obtaining visas for students abroad, examining applicants, 
setting up entrance examinations, and all other tasks incidental to putting 
eneh an institution into working order. 

bhere were nov even day students, of whomin two were women. 
Phe vreat majority originated from Russia and Poland. The students 
were all of them extraordinarily keen, hardworking and intc‘ligent, though 
in many cases they worked in very straitened. financial circumstances. 
During the vacation, work was found ‘for the students with various 
cunployers, chiefly the Solel Boneh, which had been very helpful. In the 
evening classes there were 122 stadents attending courses, It was diffi- 
cult to deseriba the ardour and the intense concentration displayed by 
these evening students who were working hard during the day and 
came in the evening to further their technical knowledge. A signifi 
cant fact was that there was.an Arab among them this year who 
Was proficient in Hebrew, and it was farther understood that. a group of 
fifteen Arabs had applicd for instruction in woodwork. They had learned 
Hebrew at courses arranged by the Iducational Committee of the Pales- 
tine Jewish Workers’ Organisation. This would show the importance of 
the Institute in furthering good relations between Arab and Jew.

with the Schools, but there was something deeper than that. T here was 
ene common bond between them, the bond of Union ofthe Jew. For many 
years of his life, practically until 191%, he did not think about his Jewish- 
ness. But with the advent of the Balfour Declaration all that had been 
changed. He found himself being congratulated by his non Jewish friends 
upon the Balfour Declaration. and he had to come to the conclusion that 
although he thought of himself as an Englishman, those around him 
recognised him as a Jew, and as a Jew he had to live among them 4s an 
alien, although he spoke no other language but theirs. He wanted to 
say to those Jews who thought the call to Palestine was nothing to them, 
that there could be no security for the Jews as long as they remained @ 
wandering problem on the face of the earth. He asked those English 
Jews who were inclined to think themselves in advance of and above 
their foreign brethren, for their own sakes ‘and for their own future 
security, to take further stock of their positions. Ifthey wanted to see the 
Jew take his right place among the nations of the World and be treated 
with the respect he deserved, they should set their shoulders to the wheel 
and make the burden less for those who already realised the significance 
of the return to Eretz Yisrael. As loyal Englishmen they must support the 
efforts of Great Britain and strengthen the hands of the Mandatory 
Power in the administration of the Mandate. In conclusion, he paid a 
tribute to a fellow “Old Boy.” Mr. Sol Cohen, now in Fretz Yisrael, 
through whose instrumentality he had first become asso¢ iated with the 
Zionist Movement. 

Mr. B. Small proposed the toast of the “ Association of Old Boys,” 
Mr. W: Bandell responded. Mr. 8. J. Alexander proposed the toast of 
“The Schools.” in which he included the Managers and teaching staff.

candidates. Great regret was expressed that the Central Kducation 
Committee was unable to augment the grant afforded to the Ilebre w 
College, and alternative means of increasing the revenue of the College

arising out of financial transactions. After a number of witnesses 
had Been called, the Magistrate intimated that, in his opinion, the charge 
against defendant of obtaining credit without disclosing the fact of his 
hankraptey, could not be sustained. Mr. C. J. M. Gwatkin, for the prose- 
cution, said that he would agree to the withdrawal of that charge, and it 
was accordingly struck out of the list. Dr. Syed Abdul Majid, for the 
defendant, said he would ask for an adjournment, as he had a number of 
witnesses to call. He submitted that the whole question was one of civil 
debt. Phe Magistrate decided to’ remand detendant for fourteen days.

JEWISIL CHARACTERISTICS. 

The question: “Have the Jews any special characteristics which 
account for the recognition by Jews of fellow-Jews when non-Jews 
would faii to identify them’? What is the nature of these character- 
istics? Are they physical or purely spiritual? Whatis the nature of 
the racial * magnetism’ involved? Is there such a bis difference 
between Jews and Gentiles? Uf so, wherein does it lie?” ~ 

FACE OR-~? 

“Ponim ” writes: “I think most people will admit the thesis on 
which this debate is based, viz., that Jews are better able to recognise 
their fellow-Jews than others can, but I think the suggestion as to 
‘racial magnetism’ a little far-fetched. Surely a simnpler explanation 
is that Jews living among themselves are more accustomed to Jewish 
features than are non-Jews, and so more easily pick out a fellow-Jew. 
The same would be true of Englishmen abroad. : ' 
easily ‘spot’ another Englishman than would a foreigner not so familiar 
with English characteristics. It might be argued that the reverse 
ought to be true, that the ‘something different’ would be the more 
easily detected by the native. Thatis so, but merely as to the difference 
He could not give it aname. An Englishman in France would know 
the difference between a fellow-Englishman and a Swede, while the 
Frenchman might not, though he would recognise both as foreigners. 
Failing physical signs—-and they may be quite minute—I do not think 
there is any other basis of recognition, and I doubt that of the psychic 
order suggested by some of your correspondents. The subject is, how- 
ever, of great interest from many points of view, and I am glad to see 
it discussed in Young Israeil.”
